Y'he  armament  was  rondiu^ed  by  Cap¬ 
tain  Pringle,  and  the  fleet  navigated  by 
above  feven  hundred  prime  fcamcn,  of 
wiiom  two  hundred  were  voluntiers  from 
tile  tr.infports,  who,  after  h.iving  rivalkd 
ihofc  belonging  to  the  ibips  of  war  in  all 
the  toil  of  preparation,  now  boldly  and 
freely  partook  with  therrt  in  the  danger 
of  the  expedition.  'I'he  guns  w’cre  fer- 
ved  by  detachments  of  men  and  officers 
belonging  to  the  corps  of  artillery..  I#  a 
word,  no  equipment  of  the  fort  w’aa  wr 
better  appointed,  or  more  amply  furnifh- 
ed  with  every  kind  of  piovifion  ncccllary 
for  the  intended  fcrvice. 

The  enemy’s  force  was  in  no  degree 
ecpi  d,  either  with  refpedt  to  the  goodrefj 
ot  llic  vcflds,  the  number  of  guns,  fur¬ 
niture  of  war,  or  weight  of  metal.  Sen- 
liblc,  though  they  were,  of  the  needfity 
of  preferring  the  dominion  of  the  lake*, 
and  .tided  in  th.it  defign  by  the  original 
itirce  ill  tlicir  h.inds,  with  a  great  adran* 
t.’ge  in  point  <-f  time  for  its  increafe* 
tlieir  intentions  in  that  refped  were 
eounteraded  by  many  eflcjitial,  and  foo»c 
ii  i  cmetliable  deficiencies.  They  wanted 
limber,  artillery,  fltip-buiidcra,  and  ai« 
the  materials  ntet  fTary  fur  fuch  an  equip* 
ment.  Carp»*nters,  and  all  others  cuO" 
cerned  in  the  buJinefs  of  Ihippiug,  were 
fiillv  engaged  at  the  I'ea-ports  in  the  con- 
ftiii*5tion  and  fitting  out  of  privatnerst 
whiltt  the  remolcntf?,  and  difficuliy 
communication,  rendered  the  fop  ply  til 
bulky  (lijteil.ils  exit  enuly  tcuioui.  l^hco 
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vr  roiiikirr  the  difticiilties  on  their  part, 
uMfiin'.;  it  not  in!t  to  deny  the  Amcri- 
t  i:is  t!ir  pr.ilfe  of  h.ivin;;  combated,  and, 
i:;  v)vcicomc  them,  with  an  adidji' 
IV,  pci  I'i  ver;»iice,  and  fpirlt  which  did 
I  ot  m  the  lead  fill  Hiort  of  what  had  been 
rniployed  a^ainll  tliein.

1776,3  up  the  lake, 
ilifcovcrcd  the  enemy’s  dect  drawn  up 
with  great  judgment,  being  very  advan-

Indeed  they  had  at  the  beginning  placed 
themklves  with  fo  much  Ikill  bciuiul  tl.e 
dland,  that  an  accident  only  di.'cov.red 
their  polition.

The  detachment  Ixlonging  to  the  corps 
of  artillery  were  highly  diflinguiihcJ, 


and  did  moft  efrenlial  fervicc  in  the  gun¬ 
boats.  Ibit  the  fame  impediments  dill 
continuing,  which  prevenjed  their. being 
fcconded  by  the  other  vclfils.  Captain 
Pringle,  with  llie  approbation  of  the  Ge¬ 
neral,  thought  it  necrlTn y,  for  the  pre- 
fent.  to  withdraw  thofe  that  were  enga- 
ge<i  fiom  the  adion.  At  the  approach 
of  night  he  brought  the  wliole  fleet  to 
anchor  in  a  lire,  and  as  near  as  poliible 
to  tile  enemy,  in  order  to  prevent  their 
retreat.

Arnold  concerted 
and  executed  rhi'*  defign  with  ability, 
atu!  fortune  feemed  at  tirfl  fo  Gniurable 
to  his  purpofe,  that  they  were  out  of 
ligf'.t  by  the  next  morning.  T'he  cliacc 
biiug,  however,  conliuiud  without  in- 
tcrmilfioii  both  on  that  and  the  fuecee<i- 
ihg  day,  the  wind,  and  other  eircum- 
ftances  peculiar  to  the  fiavigafit)n  of  the 
lake,  w’hich  hail  bien  at  tii  ft  iu  favour  it: 
the  Americans,  became  at  length  other- 
wife,  fo  that  they  were  overt.tktn  and 
brought  to  action  a  few  leagues  Ihort  of 
Crown  Point,  about  noon  on  ihe  i,;th.

During  this  ac¬ 
tion,  the  Wafhingtori  galley,  with  Wa- 
tcvburg,  a  brigadier-general,  and  feroncl 
in  command  on  board,  flruck,  and  wa  j 
taken.  Arnold  at  length,  finding  it  vv.4s 
impairihle  to  withfland  tlic  ruperiinily  iT 
force,  fkil!,  and  w-eight  of  mel.d,  wi.h 
uliich  he  was  ovciborne,  and  fiiKling 
hinifelf  but  lU  fecondrrl  by  life  captains 
of  forne  of  Ids  vrflTrlK,  determined  that 
hix  people  rtiould  not  become  piifonirr, 
nor  the  vtfTels  a  prey  to  the  cueiiiy.

They  fhould  rc‘ 
that  extraordinary Lilcntsarc  neither 
effential  to  the  w’ell-being  of  focicty,  nor 
to  the  happinefs  of  intlividuals.  If  that 
had  been  the  cafe,  the  beneficent  Father  of 
the  ITuiverfe  would  not  have  made  them 
fo  r.ire.  For  it  is  as  cafy  for  an  Almighty 
Creator  to  produce  a  Newton  as  an  or¬ 
dinary  man  ;  and  he  could  have  made 
thofe  pow'ers  common,  which  we  now 
confider  as  wonderful,  without  any  mira¬ 
culous  exertion  of  his  omnipotence,  if  the 
rxiAcnce  of  many  Newtons  had  been  nc- 
celfary  to  the  perfciition  of  his  wife  and 
gracious  plan. 

Surely,  therefore,  there  is  more  piety, 
as  well  as  more  fenfe,  in  labouring  to  im¬ 
prove  the  talents  which  children  actually 
iiave,  than  in  lamenting  lh.at  they  do  not 
poflefsfupernatur.rl  endowments  or  ange¬ 
lic  pci  fciilions.  A  pafTage  of  Lord  Ba- 
con^s  furnillies  an  admirable  incitement 
for  endeavouring  to  cany  the  amiable 
and  Chrillian  grace  of  charity  to  its  far- 
thcA  extent,  inltcad  of  indulging  an  over¬ 
anxious  c.irc  for  more  brilliant  but  Icf* 
important  acqnifitions.  “  The  defirc  of 
power  in  excefs  Cuys  he)  caufed  the  an¬ 
gels  to  fall;  the  defire  of  knowledge  in 
excefs  c.iufcd  man  to  fall ;  hut  in  charity 
is  no  cxccfi-,  ncitlicr  can  men  nor  angcla 
come  intoiiangcr  by  it.” 

A  girl  w'ho  has  iliK’iiity  will  feldom  be 
found  to  want  undcrnamllng  tmough  for 
all  tilt  purpofes  of  afocial,  a  happy,  and 
an  ufciul  life.  And,  when  wc  behoUl  the 
tender  hope  of  fond, ami  anxious  love 
blaAcd  bv  difappoiiitmenr,  the  defcift  w  ill 
as  iifttn  belli  (covered  to  proceed  from  f  he 
iiegleift  or  the  error  of  cultivation  as  from 
the  natural  temper  ;  and  thofe  who  la¬ 
ment  the  evil  will  Ibmetinics  be  found 
to  have  occalioned  it. 

It  is  as  injudicious  for  parents  to  fet 
out  with  too  famtuine  .1  dependence  on  the 
merit  of  their  children,  as  it  is  tor  them  to 
be  difermraged  at  every  icpulfi..  When 
their  willies  arc  defeated  in  this  or  that 
particular  inAance,  wlierc  they  had  trea- 
furccl  up  fonie  darling  exp'  «ttatioii,  this  is 
fo  far  from  being  a  rcrtfon  for  relaxing 
their  aftention,  that  it  ought  ti,  be  an  ad¬ 
ditional  motive  for  redoubling  it.  Thofe 
who  hope  to  do  a  great  deal,  miiA  not 
cxpcifi  todoevery  thing.  If  they  kiiowauy 
thing  ct  the  malignity  of  fin,  the  blind-

rt  f-i  of  prrjii'licf,  or  the  corruption  of  the 
Mimiu  heart,  they  will  alio  know,  that 
th«f  heart  will  always  remain,  alter  the 
Tery  hell  poflHile  education,  full  of  intir- 
miiy  and  impertcc^tion.  Kxti  aordinary 
allo'.v.inccc,  therefore,  muft  be  made  for 
the  weaknefa  ot  Nature  in  this ita  weakell 
ttate.

Great  allowances  muft  be  made  for  .’y 
prt'fnfion  of  gaiety,  Imjuaci’y,  and  even 
i’idifv  i  etion  in  children,  tli.it  tiiere  may 
be  .ini::-iatii»n  enough  letl  t«>  fupply  an 
active  and  ufetn!  charas^ter,  when  the  firft 
tiriuent.ition  of  the  youthful  pallions  it 
over, and  the  redundant  fpirits  ihall  come 
lo  fnhhde.

of  fonie  neighbouring  viitue.  It  cannot 
be  violently  bent,  or  unnaturally  hirced 
towards  an  object  of  a  totally  oppolite 
nature,  but  mav  he  gradually  inclined  to- 
waids  a  correfpondt  nt  but  fuperior  aftec- 
tion.  Anger,  liatred,  refcnlinent,  and 
ambition,  the  moft  reillefs  and  turbulent 
paHions  which  (bake  and  dillraCt  the  hu- 
inoi  f4>ul,m.iy  be  led  to  become  the  moft 
•vlive  oppofei  s  of  lin,  afier  havine:  been 
iu  moll  fucceisfnl  Influiiuei  ts.  Our  ?.n- 
gei ,  Indance,  «  hich  c^n  reverbe  tot  al¬ 
ly  luUlurd,  may  l>e  ni  '.dc  to  turn  .'tgainll 
onrlcKcs.for our  weak. and  iinperttCtobc- 
c:cuct.~our  bailed  a^Aiiul  every  fpecies 


of  vice — our  ambition,  which  will  not  j 
be  difearded,  may  be  ennobled:  it  will  i 
not  ch.inge  its  name,  but  its  objeft:  it 
will  defpife  what  it  lately  valued,  nor  be 
contented  to  grafp  at  left  than  immor- 
tality. 

Thus  the  joys,  fears,  hopes,  defires, 
all  the  palFiwns  and  aftedions,  which  fcpi- 
rate  in  various  currents  from' the  foul, 
will,  if  direded  into  their  proper  chan¬ 
nels,  after  having  fertiiifed  wherever  they 
have  flowed,  return  again  to  fwtll  and 
inrich  the  parent  fource. 

That  the  very  paflions  which  appear  the 
moh  unCA)ntruulable  and  unpromifin<. 
may  be  intended,  in  the  great  tcherne  of 
Pioviiiencc,  to  aiifwer  fome  important 
purpoiV,  is  remarkably  evidenced  in  the 
charakler  and  hiftory  of  St  Paul.  A  re¬ 
mark  cn  this  fubjedf,  by  an  ingenious  old 
Spanifli  writer,  which  1  will  here  take 
the  lili.rty  totrann.Ate,  will  better  ilhif* 
trate  my  meaning. 

“  To  convert  the  bittereft  enemy  into 
the  mofl  zealous  advocate  is  the  work  of 
God.forthe  inftnidlion  of  man.  Plutarch 
h.As  ('bferved,  that  the  medical  fcience 
would  be  brought  to  the  utmoft  perfec¬ 
tion,  when  poifon  rtionld  be  converted 
into  phylic.  Thus,  in  the  mortal  difetfc 
of  Judaifm  and  idolatry,  our  blcfTtdLord 
c»‘n verted  the  adder’s  venom  of  Saul, the 
perfccuior,  into  that  cement  which  mad: 
Paul  the  chofen  venil.  That  raauly  a^li- 
vity,  that  i  cfllcfs  ardour,  that  burning  ical 
for  the  law  of  his  fathers,  that  ardent 
third  for  the  blood  of  Chriffians,  did  the 
Son  of  God  find  r.eccflTary  in  the  man  who 
was  one  day  to  become  the  defender  ot 
his  fuft'ering  pcojilc.” 

To  win  the  palFions,  therefore,  over  to 
the  caufe  of  virtue,  anfwers  a  much  no¬ 
bler  end  than  their  cxtiiidlion  could  pof* 
fiby  do,  even  if  that  could  be  effeded* 
Hut  it  is  their  nature  never  to  obferve  a 
neutrality  ;  they  are  cither  rebels  or  a»«t‘' 
liaries,  and  an  enemy  fubdued  is  anally 
obtained.  If  I  may  be  allowed  to  change 
the  allufion  fo  foon,  1  w’ould  fay,  that 
the  portions  alfo  refcmblc  firCs,  whicR 
are  friendly  and  beneficial  when  under 
proper  direction,  but,  if  fntfered  toblax^ 
without  rcllraint,  they  carry  devaftatij'O 
along  with  them,  and,  if  totally  cxtio* 
guilhed,  leave  the  Ivenighted  mind  in  * 
ftatc  of  cold  and  comfortleft  inanity* 

Hut,  in  fpeaklng  of  the  ufefuircfs®* 
the  pafilons,  as  inftruments  of  viriuej  W- 
vy  and  lying  muft  always  be  excepicv* 
thefe,  1  am  perfuaded,  reuft  either  go  op 
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-  j  i  pi  i^grefTivc  mifcfcicf,  or  clfc  be  ra- 
i; :  .'ly  cured,  before  any  good  can  be  cx* 
Mr.tod  from  the  heart  which  has  been  in- 
with  them.  For  I  never  will  be¬ 
lt  vc  »h.it  envy,  though  paired  through 
A 1  ::ic  moral  ftrainer$,  can  be  refined  in- 
ij  AW  agreeable  turn  for  innocent  inven- 
t  un.  Almcft  all  the  other  paflions  may 
b-  male  to  take  an  amiable  hue;  but 
c  two  mull  either  be  totally  extirpa- 
:r  or  be  always  contented  to  preferve 
:  -  r  original  deformity,  and  to  wear 
•’  fii  native  black.

In  his  common  ex;»cncc3  he  was  libc- 
r  l  uifhin  b(»nn<ls,  hut  in  his  charities 
^:'d  bounties  he  liad  none.  I  have 
known  them  put  him  to  foinc  prefent 
inconvenicncies. 

He  was  a  firong,  but  not  an  eloquent 
or  fiorid  Ipcaker  in  parliament.  He  Ipokc 


fo  unaffedfedly  the  honed  diilates  of  bii 
heart,  that  truth  and  virtue,  which  never 
want,  and  fcldom  wear  ornaments,  feem- 
cd  only  to  borrow*  his  voice.  This  gave 
fuch  an  aftonifiiing  weight  to  all  he  laid, 
that  he  more  than  once  carried  an  un- 
w*illing  majority  after  him.  Sucli  is  the 
authority  of  an  unfufpedted  virtue,  that 
it  would  fometimes  lhame  vice  into  de¬ 
cency  .at  lead. 

He  was  not  cnly  offered  but  prefTed  to 
accept  the  poll  ot  fecretary  of  date,  but 
he  condantly  refufed  it.  I  once  tried  to 
perfuade  him  to  accept  of  it  ;  but  he 
told  me  that  both  the  natural  warmth  and 
melancholy  of  his  temper  made  him  unfit 
for  it,  and  that  moreover  he  knew  very 
well  that  in  thofe  miiiificrial  employ¬ 
ments,  the  courfe  of  biihnefs  made  it  ne- 
ceflary  to  do  many  hard  things,  and 
fome  unjud  ones,  which  could  only 
be  authorifed  by  the  jefiiitical  cafu- 
iflry  of  the  direction  of  the  intention  ;  a 
do(drinc  which  he  had  faid  he  could  n<*t 
podibly  adopt.  Whether  he  was  the  fird 
that  ever  made  that  objedion  1  canned 
affirm,  but  I  fufpeed  that  he  will  be  the 
lad. 

He  was  a  true  conflitutional,  and  yet 
practical  patriot ;  a  fincere 'lover,  and  a 
zealous  alferter  of  the  natural,  civil,  and 
religious  rights  of  his  country. 

But  he  would  not  qtiarre!  with  the 
crown  for  a  few  drctches  of  the  preroga¬ 
tive,  nor  with  the  people  for  fome  un»- 
wiry  ebullitions  of  liberty ;  nor  with  any 
one  for  diflfcrencc  of  opinion  in  fpecula- 
tivc  points.  He  confidcred  the  conditu- 
tion  in  the  aggregate,  and  only  watched 
that  no  one  part  of  it  (hould  preponde¬ 
rate  too  much. 

His  moral  chara^er  was  fo  pure,  that, 
if  one  may  fay  of  that  im perfect  creature 
man,  what  a  celebrated  hidorian  fays  of 
Scipio,  nil  non  laudandum  ant  dixit ^  aut 
fecit ^  aut  frrrft^  1  lincerely  think  (I  l»ad 
almod  faid  1  know)  one  might  fay  it  with 
great  truth  of  him, — one  lingle  indance 
excepted,  which  fhall  be  mentioned. 

He  joined  to  the  nobled  and  drived 
principles  of  honour  and  generofity,  the 
tendered  fentiments  of  benevolence  and 
companion ;  and  he  was  naturally  warm; 
he  could  not  even  hear  of  an  injudice  or 
a  bafenef)*  without  a  fudden  indignation; 
nor  of  the  misfortunes  or  miferies  of‘a 
fellow  creature,  without  melting  Into 
foftnefs,  and  endeavouring  to  relieve 
them.

The  former  is 
built  of  ft  me  upon  a  dry  riKky  founda¬ 
tion  ;  and  the  galleries  arc  fupported 
With  pillars  of  call  iron.  The  latter  is  a 
brick  buihiing  ;  has  a  clayey  wet  foun-  ■ 
dition,  and  a  common  fewer  runs  under 
•t.  Four  leaden  fpouts  alfo,  which  con¬ 
vey  rain  from  the  ro  »f,  to  paf#  in¬ 

to  the  ground.  I  fay  appear  to  pafs,  bc- 
CHiifd  at  the  bottom  they  are  covered 
v.itli  wood,  and  the  clergyman  «f  the 
church  has  nv>t  yet  afeertained  the  fa^t. 

The  bell  of  St  Mary's  Church,  was 
heard  to  ring  during  the  fhock.

The  fadts  cannot  be  explained  by  any 
fuppofition  of  fermentations  or  cxplofiona 
in  the  bowels  of  the  earth,  unlcfs  they 
be  confidcred  as  agents  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  and  accumulation  of  the  eledtrical 
fluid  :  and  many  of  them  feem  to  con¬ 
firm  the  theory  of  Dr  Stuckeley  and  Sigc 
nior  Beccaria,  concerning  earthquakes. 
Butin  whatever  manner  luch  awful  and 
tremendous  events  may  l>e  accounted  for, 
the  pious  philofopher,  when  he  contem¬ 
plates  them,  extends  his  views  Iveyond 
ail  fecondary  caufes ;  and  diri  dfing  them 
to  the  great  Author  of  the  Oniverfe,  re¬ 
gards  the  laws  of  nature  only  as  the  ex¬ 
ertions  of  his  divine  energy.

now'  in  the  pf*flrctlion  of  Lor<l  Shelburne, 
from  which  he  has  feen  fparks  taken  fn 
the  open  air,  at  the  diftance  of  twenty 
inches.

Account  of  /er*eral  Water  Spout# 
ebfernyed  in  the  South  Seas  by  Mt 
Forftcr.

IN  the  Jiftenmon,  about  four  o'cloc|f, 
w'c  were  nearly  oppofitc  Cape  Ste¬ 
phens,  and  had  little  or  no  wind.  We 
obierved  thick  clonds  to  the  S.  W.  about 
that  time,  and  faw  that  it  rained  on  all 
the  f<»uthcrn  part^  of  that  cape.

1  he  Karl  of  S:f[Llk  begged  Ic've  t^o  af- 
fiire  their  lordDiiyif,  llist  he  lole  not  as 
one  of  thofe  whc'  looked  for  places,  lor 
honour®,  or  for  levutiofi®,  clher  under 
the  prefer.t  form  of  govt  j nn.ent,  or  un¬ 
der  that  new  one  wtiich  the  noble  Enl, 
who  fj^rke  firrt  in  objection  to  ihc  ad- 
Wrefs,  had  pointed  out  as  proper  to  be 
adopted  when  wc  had  got  rid  of  that 
<lept.ivi:y,dtlpoiilin,and  vvrelch- 
cdntl®,  which  he  Teemed  to  think  every 
nnn  n^ull  be  corfeions  exirtrd  at  preferd  ; 
but  as  he  be!J»  perhan.  unwoilhilv,  a 


very  high  office  under  his  majefty,  f,, 
long  as  his  fitualion  was  fuch  he  fboald 
neither  be  afhamed  nor  afraid  to  rife  and 
fpeak  his  fentiments  upon  any  fubjeft 
beioic  their  Lordlhips ;  although  he  muft 
own  he  had  uo  intention  of  fpeaking  fo 
early  in  the  debate,  had  he  not  fecn  there 
w  as  a  kind  of  paufe,  and  .^elt  that  he  wai 
expciffed  to  fay  fomething  in  reply  to 
wiuu  had  fallen  from  the  noble  Lordi 
w  ho  had  fpoken  in  ohjciftion  to  the 
addbefo.  The  noble  Earl  who  fpoke 
firft  on  that  ground  had  pointed  out  Ihe 
ncctihty  id  peace,  and  had  declared  he 
had  uiHfrrmlv  o  'pofed  the  American 
war;  he  would  do  the  noble  Lord  the 
jnfliee  to  fay,  he  had  certainly  adled  con- 
liRerlly,  inafmnch  as  he  had  on  every 
ov'eaiiv)ii  argued  for  the  total  reparation 
of  America  from  Great  Britain.  With 
regard  lo  peace,  no  man  wilhed  more 
heartily  for  .in  honourable  and  juft  peace 
thm  he  did  ;  but  let  Lords  conBder 
a  moment  of  the  fit  nation  of  affairs  at 
piefent ;  and  as  the  noble  Earl  bad  Oud, 
that  he  doubted  not  many  Lords  who  vo¬ 
ted  for  paft  mcafures  had  now  altered 
their  opinions  from  the  effcdl  of'thofc 
meafurcs,  he  hoped  he  might  argue  in 
the  fame  manner,  and  he  thercfwe  de- 
fired  their  Lordffiips  lo  refleift  that  mat¬ 
ters  were  not  now  as  they  were  a  year 
ago  ;  we  w’crc  no  longer  contending  with 
America  alone;  we  were  to  contend  with 
America  joincel  with  France.  France, 
the  perfidious  and  inveterate  foe  of  Great 
Biitain,  had  treachcroufly,  and  without 
any  provocation  from  ns,  combined  with 
America,  and  was  in  arms  againft  Great 
Britain.  The  queftion  therefore  was  not 
now’,  whether  wc  (liould  go  on  with  a 
war  with  America  ?  but  whether  wc 
fiiould  refift  France  in  open  war  agiinft 
vs: — T o  objeiJlto  the  addrefs  was  in  plain 
Lnglilh  to  tell  hfs  Majtfty,  “  we  will 
rot  fupport  you  in  a  w’ar  with  France. 

All  that  had  been  faid  againft  the  addrefs 
w’ert  to  negative  it,  and  at  a  time  tw 
w’hen  the  contrary  conduct  was  obviouuf 
r.ecelFiry  for  the  honour  of  the 
and  the  profperity  of  the  kingdom.  The 
heft  w’.ay  to  obtain  a  good  and  an  honour¬ 
able  peace  furely  was  to  convince 
enemies  that  we  were  both  willing  aou 
able  to  purfuc  the  war  with  vig^*"* 
Would  the  noble  Lords  who  have  Direc¬ 
ted  to  the  addrefs,  have  us  to 
France,  “  We  arc  mifcrably  fituatco* 
our  refources  arc  gone»  our  powers  a^ 
at  an  end,;  we  pray  ye,  give  us  peace. 
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M  icr.^blc  indeed  would  he  the  fate  of 
th:s  country  it  fuch  abje^  langU2ge 
w.is  a  1  >ptcd '•  fuch  weak  puliticb  purui- 
c.I !  The  i.jble  KarU  had  talked  much 
ui  thf  liuiation  of  Amenca«  and  line  of 
them  had  mentioned  three  modes  of  ex- 
ourfelvcs  from  dur  difficulties. 
J’hf  lird  by  coercion,— the  lecond  by  a- 
luvving  the  Independency  of  America,— 
and  the  third  by  withdrawing  ®ur  fleets 
and  troops,  which  indeed  was  involved 
i  1  the  fecond  propofiti'»n»  and  w’hich  the 
ivihtc  Earl  mofl  ftrongly  recommended  : 
('.od  forbid  lie  fliould  ever  hear  is  that 
IL'iilV  an  avowal  of  the  Independency  of 
America  ?  Would  tnc  noble  Earl,  who 
Ud  laid  fo  much  to  prove  that  a  plan  of 
coercion  was  impracticable,  infer  that  we 
arc  incapable  of  continuing  the  war. 
W  ould  he  infer  that  America  was  totally 
lipt  ofl'fiom  Great  Britain!  The  con* 
troy  was  the  fa(!it.  We  were  in  diffi¬ 
culties  and  dangers  it, was  true,  but  our  rc- 
loiirces  w'crc  far  from  being  exhaufted* 
Tnia  country  had  often furmounted  much 
S’ cater  difficulties,  had  otten  Ihook  off 
11.. ire  difagrccablc  embarraffments,  and 
liA  j  often  rifen  fuperior  to  greater  dan- 
America  was  not  irretrievably  loIE 
Wc  had,  from  our  lenity*  abftained  from 
carrying  on  the  war  in  that  cffedual  man¬ 
ner  which  wc  had  Hill  in  our  power  to 
P’^adife.  We  had  only  for  one  year 
made  it  a  ferioiiH  c  'lUeil,  and  we  had  it  at 
'>iir  option  to  profecute  the  war  in  a 
ni  inner  ftill  more  ferious  and  dillreffing 
to  t)iir  enemies.  But  abftraded  from 
tl.efe  coniideiation'*,  and  abitraded  from 
t!.e  varicuii  matters  alluded  to  by  the 
node  Eul,  the  addrefs  was  proper  and 
jr-  ceffiiry.  Let  the  noble  Earl’s  pofitiont 
be  wfll  or  ill  founded,  they  did  not  at  all 
pr  A'e  the  addrefs  exceptionable.  His 
Majcfty  told  l.is  parliament  of  his  (irua- 
tion,  and  the  danger  of  his  kingdom, 
trom  the  perfidy  of  France  }  could  it  be 
a  v^ueftion  with  that  Uoufc  whether  they 
I'ujuld  or  Ihould  not  affure  his  Majcfly 
of  their  ready  fupport  under  the  prefent 
circumftanccs  ?  The  Earl  concluded,  by 
declaring  his  hearty  concuirencc  with 
the  addrefs. 

The  Earl  o  f  Drrby  followed  Lord  Suf¬ 
folk,  and  apoJogiaed  (or  his  fcemiiig  in- 
confiflency  in  fpeaking  and  voting  againll 
the  Addrtfs,  after  he  had  voted  in  fup- 
p  rt  of  the  American  war,  by  declaring 
that  he  itiil  held  bii  opini<m  as  to  the  right 
this  country  had  to  tax  America ;  but  that 

we  bad  tried  a  w'ar  and  had  failed  in 


the  trial,  he  thought  himfelf  warranted 
to  argue  againft  a  further  purfuit  of  it. 
The  Earl  was  very  fevere  on  Adminilfia- 
tioii,  afferting  that  our  ill  fuccefs  was  foie* 
ly  attributable  to  their  pernicioua  coun¬ 
cils,  and  their  unfair  and  iilibeial  treat¬ 
ment  of  officers.  He  felt  himfelf  deeply 
touched  h>r  the  honour  of  a  relation  (Gcn- 
Bnrgoync)  who  had  l>cen  mod  unjuftly 
treated  by  them.  After  having  dcfcantcd 
for  feme  time  on  this  point,  he  burU  out 
into  terms  of  loud  indignation,  as  to  the 
maiiBcr  of  carrying  on  the  war  to  darkly 
hinted  at  by  the  noble  Earl  high  in  of¬ 
fice  ;  and  defired,  befoic  he  proceeded 
further,  to  know  whether  the  noble  Lord 
meant  burning  the  towns  of  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  ? 

Lord  Sufolk  appealed  to  the  Houfc,  if 
it  were  cither  dcHcate,  or  iccordiog  to 
the  forms  of  the  Houfe,  to  be  thus  called 
on  by  any  ftreaker. 

Lord  Derby  avowed  his  ignorance  of 
points  ot  order,  and  aiked  pardon  both 
of  their  Lordlhipi  and  the  noble  Earl,  if 
he  had  offended  againft  the  forms  of  the 
Houfe.  He  then  went  on  declaring-  he  at 
leaft  was  not  accufable  of  want  of  can¬ 
dour  in  appealing  to  the  Earl,  and  as  the 
latter  had  made  no  reply,  be  thought 
himfelf  warranted  in  taking  it  for  gran¬ 
ted,  that  the  noble  Earl  did  mean  burning 
the  towns  of  the  Americans,  a  plan  of  war 
which  he  reprobated  with  great  warmth, 
not  only  as  barbarous,  inhuman,  and 
dangerous  to  Great  Britain,  but  at  it 
might  ferve  as  an  example  and  invitariou 
to  her  enemies  to  retaliate.  His  Lordfhip 
contended  that  the  argument  of  the  nubke 
Earl,  high  in  office,^  that  becaufe  we  w^erc 
capable  to  fubdue  America,  wc  were 
therefore  able  to  go  to  war  with  all  the 
world,  was  in  the  higheft  degree  fclf-coa* 
tradidory. 

Lord  Sandwich  declared,  that  tho*  he 
had  fat  in  that  houfe  near  forty  years,  he 
never  before  beard  of  wholly  negativing 
an  addrefs  in  anfwer  to  the  King’s  fucech 
on  the  opening  of  the  feffions.  He  faki 
the  common  mode  of  exprefling  a  difap- 
probation  of  any  part  of  an  addrefs,  wag 
cither  by  moving  to  leave  out  certain 
paflagcf,  or  moving  amendments. — His 
Lordfliip  fupported  the  argument  of  Lord 
Suffolk,  declaring  the  addrefs  fo  exceed¬ 
ing  unexceptionable,  that  he  could  not 
ftifle  his  furprize  at  finding  that  a  fiiigie 
ol jc^ion  was  made ,  to  it.  He  an- 
fwered  Lord  Briftol  refpeAing  fcvcral 
affertioiii  relative  to  the  ftate  of  tkc 
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navy.  He  fai.i,  that  fxerpting  in  the 
Mci’iitr I laiican,  which  lervicc  it  was,  for 
particiil.ir  rralons,  impudibic  for  govern- 
n'triit  to  pay  immedutt:  atu  ntion  to,  we 
wcif  tupirior  to  rranrv  in  ail  parts  of 
I'.unipc,  An'rrica,  and  the  Weft  Indies; 
tint  briore  ihr  tnd  of  next  year,  we 
have  more  Ihips  «>f  the  line  than 
this  coiiHl  y  had.  filtci^  out  in  1759, 
when  we  made  our  grt.jlclt  exertion  ; 
and  til  it  at  the  end  i»t  the  fourth  year  of 
llu  lalt  war;  wfit  reas  at  the  end  ot  next 
we  llu  ulvl  lu.l  have  been  at  war 
with  loanee  two  vcaib.

ers  fent  out  to  America ;  and  declared  he 
w'ondered,  if  Admiiiiftration  ferioufly 
meant  good  to  this  country^  why  they 
did  not  pitch  upon  the  Duke  of  Chandoi, 
and  men  of  real  importance  and  weight 
to  be  the  Commiffioncrs.  He  obfervtd, 
that  we  had  better  lofc  another  ifland 
than  lofe  the  fei  trices  of  Lord  Howe  and 
Admiral  Kepjrel,  declaring  « they  were 
public  property,  and  that,  however  Ad- 
miniftration  might  mean  to  whifper  away 
their  characters,  the  people  would  not 
fuffer  them  to  be  lacrihced  to  any  petty 
cabal.  He  protefted  that  the  faWation  of 
this  country  was  afcribable  to  Admiral 
Keppel  ;  and  after  repeatedly  afl'crliag 
that  he  moft  heartily  wiftied  the  public 
both  within  and  without  doori  woild 
rife,  as  one  man,  and  drag  the  authors  of 
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•  '.iq  lilt  lelwcen  Admiral  Kcpptl  our  prefent  calamities  to  ignominy  and 
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J  C'v  .uKL'cb  gave  his  reafons,  de-
